Bentall Centre jewellery store robber gets six years 


0500 50 30 50 


A member of a smash and grab rob¬ 
bery crew abandoned by his mates 
after they raided a jewellery shop 
with sledgehammers has been 
jailed. 

Luke Doyle, 27, was one of four 
motorcycle riding robbers who 
drove into the Bentall Centre on 
Monday, June 25, at about 9.10am. 

They smashed Fraser Hart’s win¬ 
dows and stole 12 Rolex luxury 
watches. 

Doyle was sentenced to six years 
and six months in prison on Tues¬ 
day after being abandoned at the 
crime scene by his robbery crew 
and caught red-handed with eight

stolen Rolexes worth a total of 
£133,150. 

Judge Recorder Aidan Christie, 
speaking at Doyle’s sentencing at 
Kingston Crown Court, said the 
robbery was violent and clearly 
planned. 

He said: “This was a horrifying in¬ 
cident that must have been terrify¬ 
ing for staff in the shop as well as 
anyone passing by. 

“This was a violent and highly 
planned robbery carried out with 
ruthless determination causing 


terror to all who witnessed it.” 

Doyle of Cleveland Road, Isling¬ 
ton, who pleaded guilty to the rob¬ 
bery, was the only one caught after 
he was unable to get on the back of 
an escaping motorbike. Four of the 
missing Rolexes, said to be worth 
£42,850, are still missing. 

Prosecutor Michael Bisgrove 
said: “Just after 9am two motor¬ 
bikes both with a rider and pillion 
passenger rode in straight up the 
window of Fraser Hart. 

“They ran towards the display 
window and using sledgehammers 
attacked the outside window in pre¬ 
cisely the area where the Rolex 


watches were on display.” 

Doyle claimed he had to pay off an 
£8,000 gambling debt. 

Khurram Araf, defending, said: 
“The store was targeted when the 
shop was closed and there were not 
many [people] about, no one was 
threatened and no violence was 
used towards anyone at all.” 

But Recorder Christie said there 
were seven aggravating factors in¬ 
cluding the fact it was planned, that 
it was part of a gang raid, and that 
there were sledgehammers in¬ 
volved, before jailing Doyle.

Kingston and Surbiton’s MP 
has claimed victory in the bat¬ 
tle to keep the Sunshine chil¬ 
dren’s ward at Kingston 
Hospital open. 

The ward was set to be shut 
by the Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) review, which 
aims to improve services and 
save money. 

MP Edward Davey said he 
believed the ward had been 
saved and the recommenda¬ 
tions to maintain children’s 
assessment and short-term 
treatment wards in Kingston 
represented a public victory. 

He said: “Sunshine ward is 
saved. Some children who are 
very sick, as happens now, will 
go to a new centralised ward 
but the vast majority will stay 
local.” 

But health union Unison said 
the ward’s future was still at 
risk because recommenda¬ 
tions also proposed creating a 
specialist children’s centre at 
St George’s Hospital, Tooting,

a move it believed could under¬ 
mine remaining children’s 
healthcare units elsewhere. 

Recommendations due to go 
before the joint boards of 
south-west London primary 
care trusts on September 27, as 
part of the BSBV cross¬ 
borough hospital review, 
favour an option where 
specialist paediatric staff 
are based in Tooting but 
urgent health care is provided 


in patients’ home boroughs. 

Dr Howard Freeman, GP and 
joint medical director for 
BSBV, said children’s wards 
would remain at Kingston for 
children needing assessment 
and short-term treatment. 

He said: “The vast majority 
of children in south-west Lon¬ 
don will be seen, treated and 
cared for on these short-stay 
wards at their local hospital. 

“Those children who are 
sicker or need specialist care 
or a longer inpatient stay will 
be cared for at a centralised in¬ 
patient ward at St George’s 
Hospital where specialised 
services are available.” 

Unison urged caution over 
proposals and said it meant a 
chipping away of services that 
could diminish the future of 
Kingston’s children’s medical 
services. 

Michael Walker, regional 
officer for Kingston, said: “I 
would be concerned about the 
future requirement for 
paediatric nurses and special¬ 
ist doctors. 

“If they are moving the 


specialised service to St 
George’s, by its very nature it 
is going to reduce the number 
of doctors and nurses and that 
cannot be good for the service. 

“It is yet another service that 
will be downgraded and that is 
chipping away at the long-term 
viability of the ward and 
Kingston Hospital.” 

Campaign group Kingston 
Health Alert said it was better 
for children with chronic ill¬ 
nesses, needing longer hospi¬ 
tal stays, to be treated nearer 
home. 

Kingston’s Labour Party 
leader Laurie South said he 
did not believe the recommen¬ 
dations were a good thing for 
any of the hospitals involved. 

He said: “Finding out who is 
telling the truth is difficult, I 
suspect everyone is trying to 
put their spin on it. 

“I think [Sunshine ward’s fu¬ 
ture] is still a concern because 
there will be an awful lot of 
people who really cannot af¬ 
ford to see their children at a 
long distance they will need to 
keep them close.”

The school has room for 21 
special educational needs 
pupils and has disabled ac¬ 
cess, an autism unit and 
sensory room.

space available. You can get the 
kids quite active in what they are 
doing rather than being restricted 
by furniture in the classrooms.”

Bionic arm op ‘could 
give me my life back’

A trainee accountant is aiming to 
become the first woman in Europe 
to have a bionic arm fitted. 

Nicky Wilding, 35, who works at 
travelling company Tui UK, in Sur¬ 
biton, lost the use of her right arm 
in a car crash 13 years ago. 

The accident left her arm totally 
paralysed and she has since strug¬ 
gled with everyday tasks such as 
dressing herself and cooking. 

She now wants her right arm cut 
off and replaced with a bionic arm. 

The mother-of-one, who lives in 
Purley, is determined to raise 
£40,000 for the bionic arm she 
hopes will get her life back. 

She said: “There are not many 
women who want their arm cut off 
but it is what I want. I want it so 
badly.” 

If she is able to raise the money 
and the procedure is regarded as 
suitable for her, Miss Wilding will 
have the operation in Vienna and 
become the second woman in the 
world to have a bionic arm. 

A bionic arm combines robotics, 
biotechnology, and electronics to 
recreate the functions of a human 
arm and can greatly improve the 
lives of people with lost limbs. 

The first woman in the world to 
get a bionic arm was former US 


Marine Claudia Mitchell in 2006. 

Miss Wilding said: “There are al¬ 
ways risks but I do not have any¬ 
thing to lose. It will improve my 
life. I would do anything to open a 
bottle again or tie my shoe laces. 

Colleagues at Tui UK held a 
fundraiser at the Queen’s Head 
pub in Richmond Road, Kingston, 
on September 8. Money was also 
raised for Cancer Research as an¬ 
other colleague at the company, 
Claudia Jeyakumaran, is battling 
breast cancer. 

Fellow fundraiser and colleague 


Kim Vallance said: “These people 
are very important to me. I am 
proud of what they are trying to 
achieve. I wanted to help and 
thought we know enough people to 
turn this into a charity event. I 
hope it is the first of many.” 

Miss Wilding said: “I am really 
blessed people want to help. It just 
goes to show who is there. I have 
even had strangers donating.” 

Miss Wilding who has raised 
£8,000 will be participating in her 
second triathlon at Dorney Lake 
on Saturday, September 15.

£100k price tag for 
fixing street lighting

Problems with the street lights 
in Canbury Park Gardens could 
cost as much as £100,000 to fix. 

The shocking figure was re¬ 
vealed following complaints by a 
cyclist who said the lack of light¬ 
ing in the park - because of a 
broken lighting system - was a 
safety concern. 

Dominik Lemanski, 34, of Al¬ 
bany Mews, was told by his safer 
neighbourhood team, by email, 
of the hefty price tag associated 
with fixing the lighting problem. 

Kingston Council confirmed 
fixing the lighting was expected 
to cost in the region of £100,000 
because there was a fault with 
the wiring and replacement of 
the whole system was being 
considered. 

An email to Mr Lemanski from 
Kingston police said it was be¬ 
lieved the whole system needed 
to be changed because it was old, 
inadequate and did not enable 
individual repairs to be carried 
out. 

Mr Lemanski said the situa¬ 
tion was ridiculous. 

He said: “You go there at night 
and go under Kingston Bridge 
and hit the park and it is pitch 
black.

“That is a walkway from 
Kingston station up to north 
Kingston and someone will get 
attacked, robbed or worse in 
that park. It is dangerous. 

“It needs to spend some money 
and sort this problem out.” 

Kingston Council apologised 


for the inconvenience and said 
lights installed in the canopy of 
trees had been out of action be¬ 
cause when there was a fault in 
one part of the above ground 
wiring it affected the whole 
510m length. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Identifying where the fault lies 
along this stretch is very 
problematic. 

“Under this system there is no 
way of isolating the fault. 

“We are exploring options for 
the replacement of this lighting 
system with individual columns. 

“We have calculated that 27 
columns would be required on 
this stretch. 

“We have spent a considerable 
amount of time looking to iden¬ 
tify the fault and design a re¬ 
placement scheme. 

“Funding is a major limiting 
factor, and a bid for external 
funding to replace the lighting 
as part of wider improvements 
to the gardens was unsuccessful 
last year, although we have re¬ 
submitted the bid again this 
year.” 

Councillors David Cunning¬ 
ham and Dennis Doe said a pro¬ 
posal to get new lighting in the 
park had been included in a her¬ 
itage lottery bid to pay for en¬ 
hancement work at the gardens.

Lotun said his biggest chal¬ 
lenge will be campaigning and 
door knocking, but he said so 
far the support has been ex¬ 
tremely generous. 

He said: “I never thought I 
would be in this position. I 
have done a lot of sort of politi¬ 
cal work around Kingston and 
online as well but I never 
thought I would stand as a can¬ 
didate for Parliament. 

“It is just fantastic the 
amount of support I am being 


given. It’s just gone mad.” 

The election is being report¬ 
ed as a significant test of Gov¬ 
ernment policy at the polls. 

It will see Mr Lotun go head 
to head with Conservative can¬ 
didate Christine Emmett, 
Labour’s Andy Sawford and 
Jill Hope for the Liberal 
Democrats. 

The election was called after 
Louise Mensch stood down as 
Conservative MP for the 
Northamptonshire constituen¬ 
cy in August. 

Mrs Mensch is moving to 
New York to be with her three 
children and husband - who is 
manager of the rock band 
Metallica.
